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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendments proposed in the submission of 08 September 2009 would remove the Markush group of 
components having anti-oxidative activity, which group has been examined in combination with L-carnitine in the prosecution history of the 
case thus far, and would limit the composition components administered in the instant method to a specific amount of L-carnitine and a 
specific amount of (only) vitamin C. This change in scope would require a new art search and new consideration of intangible elements 
such as new matter, to determine the support in the specification for this single chemical with L-carnitine as opposed to any other of the 
many elements recited in the Markush group, written description, enablement, and predictability. This change does not reduce or simplify 
the issues under examination in the final office action of 15 June 2009. As well, the proposed amendment cancels one claim and adds two 
new claims.
